That whoſoeuer ſhall offende agaynſt the ſayde o2dinaunce, ſhall not only foꝛtapte all ſuche Bookes and co- 
pies, as ſhalbe ſo pzynted 02 bzought in, but alſo ſhall from thencefozth neuer vſe oꝛ erercyſe, noz take benefite by 
any vſpng oz exercpſpng of the feate of pzyntyng, and ſhall ſuſteyne thzee monethes impayſonment, without 
bayle oz maynpzyſe. And yt he be not befoze ſuch offence bounde, with ſuerties, in -fourme hereafter erpzeſſed, 
then he ſhall alſo fozfayte fozenery offence, x. li. . 


That no perſon ſhall ſell, vtter, put to ſale, bynde, ſtytch, oz ſowe, any ſuch bookes oz copyes, ſo pꝛynted oꝛ 
b2onght in, contrary to the ſapde oꝛdinaunce, vpon peyne to fozfayte all ſuch bookes and copyes, and foz enerye 
booke. rT7.s. | 


That all bookes to be ſo fozfayted,ſhalbe bzought into the Stationers hall in London,x there the one moitie of 
all ſuch fozfaytures of money ſhalbe reſerued to the Queenes Paieſties vſe, and the other moitſe ſhalbe delyuered 
to hym oz them that ſhall fyꝛſt ſeiſe the ſame bookes o2 copies, oʒ make complaynt therof to the Wardens of the 
ſapde companie. And all the bookes ſo to be foꝛfapted, ſhalbe deſtroyed oz made waſte paper, by the diſcretion of 
the ſayde Wardens, 


| That it chalbe lefull fo the Wardens of the ſapde company foz the ty are beyng, oz any two of the ſayde com- 

panie thereto deputed by the ſapde Wardens, aſwell in any poztes,as other ſuſpected places within this Realme, 
to open and viewe all packes, dzycfattes, maundes, and other thynges wherin bookes oz paper ſhalbe conteyned, 
bought into this Realme : and alſo to make ſearche in all wozkehouſes, ſhoppes, warehouſes, and other places, 
of Pꝛynters, Bookeſcllers, o2 ſuch as bzyng bookes into this Realme to be ſolde, 02 where they ſhall haue reaſo⸗ 
nable cauſe ot᷑ ſuſpition: And all bookes to be founde agaynſt the ſapde oꝛdinaunce to ſeiſe and carry to the ſayde 
Pall, to the vſes aboueſapde, and the parties therin offendyng to leave and pzeſcnt befoze the Nucenes aieſties 

hye Commiſſioners in cauſes eccleſtaſticall. 


That euery Stationer, Pꝛynter, Bookeſeller. ꝙ and other perſon bſyng any trade of bookes pꝰ 
tyng, byndyng, ſellyng, oꝛ bzyngyng into this Nealme, beldze the ſayde Commiſſioners, o2 befoze any oti,. 
perſons thervnto to be aſſigned by the Nueenes Paieſties moſt honozable pꝛiuie Councell,entre into ſeuerall Ke- 
coniſaunces of reaſonable ſummes of money to her aieſties vie, with ſureties oz without, as to the ſapde Com- 
miſſioners ſhalbe thought erpedient, that he ſhall truely obſerue all the ſayde ozdinaunces, well and truely pelde 
and pay all ſuch fozfaytures, and in no poynt be reſiſtyng, but in all thynges aydyng to the ſayde wardens 4 their 
deputies, foz the trucerecution of the pzemiſſes.
